Dear Mr. President: 

The other day when you asked me if I had any suggestion 
to offer for the improvemsnt of the Extension Department, I had not given 
this matter any thought for some time and omitted to mention a number of 
points that I think would be worth considering. 

(I) Could not students be admitted to the work of tha Second 
Year through a channel other than the course for Entrance to the Faculty 
of Education? It may b2 possible to do so now, but if so, it is not ad- 
vertised and certainly not generally known. Many students have no desire 
to obtain the Faculty Entrance certaficate; yet they fesl it a necessary 
preliminary to subsequent work, 

(2) A more flexible initial stage, in which the subject rather 
than the course would be the unit, would affowd the student easier access 
to Honour work, wer2 this offered him, as I suggest: 
of work he would take only those subjects required (at Honour Matriculation 
in the case of the regular student) for antrance into his chose Honour 
course, 

(3) If Honour work were offered by some departments, it could 
very well be confined to the first two years.This would jibe with the 

usin 
regulation of the Dopartmant\requiring two yeare intra-mural work for the 
Specialist's certificate, 


(4) Could not the fees be rzduced somewhat? The Second Year 


student, if I remember aright, is compelled to pay something like $90 


in fees alone, as compared with the regular fee of $4a.
